mors ; Therefore much Faſting 
and Emptinels are bad: Bur 
| every one ſhould Eat and Drint: 
at convenient Hours, in fuch

manner and meaſure, as may 
always keep the Spirits lvely 
and chearful, and endeavour to 
compoſe his Mind and Aﬀetti- 
on againſt fear and fadnels. 

But beſides keeping rhe Spi- 
rits in a good height, and more 
eſpecially when that cannot be 
done, as in Perſons that are 
naturally fearful, and of a ten- 
der Conſtitution, the Spirits 
ſhould conſtantly, as it were, be 
kept arm'd with ſuch Remedies 
as refhſt the Poyſon; that is, 
the uſe of proper Antidotes a- 
o4inſt the Plague.

That which ſeems at once to ful.- 
filmoſt of theſe intentions,is taking 
of Tobacco in a Pipe ; the Smoke 
of this ſecures thoſe parts Ty

Infomuch thac Diemerbroek ac- 
counts 1t not only a Preſcryartive, 


_ bur cells us, that himſelf, when

And 
amoneſt us 1n England tis reports 
ed, That 1n the Jaſt great Plague, 
no Tobacco-Shop was infected : 
It 'us not of fo great yirtue ſtil] 
amongſt us, the reaſon 1s, bes» 
cauſe molt Men have been accu- 
ſtomed co take it fo exceſliyely ; 
wherefore 1t 1s grown ſo familiar 
to them, that it produceth no al-

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reration when 1t ſhould be us'd as 
an Antidote. 

- Beſides the frequent uſe of To- | 
bacco, which doubtleſs in time of | 
Plague may be profitable tor them 
thatcan hoſe, others,andalſo To-

ed Places Wormwood and Rue,Galba- 
num, Caftor and Vinegar are goad :

I//ues, which have 
been found by often experience 
to be good Preſervatives in time 
of Plague : For as much as Na- 
ture having a conſtant vent for 
excrementitious matter thrown off 
the Blood, by the ſame way ex- 
pels poyſonous Atoms ſoon after 
they are receiy'd into the Body.

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Concerning Rules of Diet I 
need not ſay much, becauſe ſuch 


| Precepts are commonly known : 


'Tis to be obſery'd in general, that 
only wholſome Food ſhould be 
taken : Very falr Meats, as hang'd 
Beef, Bacon, Pork, ſalt Fiſh, alſo 


ſhell-Fiſh, moſt kind of Herbage 
and raw Fruit ſhould be avoided. 


| The Meals ſhould be moderate; 


and eaten in duc ſeaſon. Some 
Antidotal Things may be taken 


' with the Meat, or mixd 1n the 


Sauce ; Chloe Gilloflowers pick- 
led, alſo Citron Pee] and Juice, 
Rasberries, Currants, Pomegranate 
Juices, Peftilential Vinegar, and Mu- 
ſtard,naade with the Sceds of 7 hla- 
ſpi, may be of ſome good effect... 
— Theſe kind of Remedies, and 
manner of living, ought chiefly 
co be inſiſted on as Preſcryatives 
ms againſt 
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againſt the Plaguc. Thoſe that 
are timorous and of tender Con- 
ſtirutions require a ſupport from 
the uſe of more means ; whereas 
| Perſons that are ſtrong, and of a 
bold temper, have necd of the leſs 
Remedies. But tis not ſafe for a- 
ny to be ſo confident as to dare to 
converſe witi infected People, or 
live in the nudſt of Contagion 
without any A:tidote ar all. 

. In the uſe of mcans, caution 15 
to be had,that itrong and hot Cor- 
dials be not too often taken, nor 
vet indiflerently by all People; for 
that will inflame the Blood, and 
make 1t apt to kindle a Fever, which 
at ſuch times ſoon turns to the 
Plaguc. _ 

The like caution is to be had 
againit immoderate drinking of 
Wine; though a moderate pro- 

comm POrtion 
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portion chears and fortifies the 
Spirits, yet too much greatly diſ- 
orders them, and thereby People 
are more expos'd to take Infe&tion. 
Letting of Blood in time of 
Plague has been obſery'd to be ye- 
ry pernicious; ſo alſo oft or 
ſtrong Purging ; for the Veins 
being emptied either way, will 
readily fuck in whatever poyſon- 
ous Aroms lurk in the outward 
Pores of the Body, which being 
admitted, become the more pre- 
valent, becauſe the Spirits being 
depauperated, are leſs able to ſub- 
due or repel ther. 

Thus much of the way of Pre- 
ſervation: Next we are to treat 
of the Cure of thoſe that are in- 
fected. 

The Cure of the Plague ad- 
mits of no Delay ; neither in- 
: TE

decd 1s there nced of any deli- 
beration what ought to be done ; 
but as ſoon as any one finds 
himſelf infe&ted, let him forth- 
with take to his Bed, and having 
prayd to Almighty God for 
is Blefling, begin to uſe che 
Means. 

It the Party is much oppreſs'd 
at his Stomach, and ſtrains to 
vomit, or elſc with vomiting 
throws up bitter and ſtinking 
Matter ; let him preſently take 
a large draught of Carduus, or 
Camomile Poſſer-Drink, and in 
it either half a Dram of Salt of 
Vitriol, or two Ounces of Liquor 
of Squills, and with his finger or 
a Feather, ferch-up what 1s con- 
taind in his Stomach ; but take 
no Antimonial Medicine, that 
will work beyond the Stomach.
